OF $44,000,000 IN PROPERTY. 


Testament of Late St. Louis Brewer Will 
Be Probated Today—Trust Company 
May Handle Estate. 


St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 27.—The will of 
Adoiphus Busch, the millionaire brewer, who 
was buried here on Saturday, will be pro- 
bated in St. Louis tomorrow and will dispose 
of holdings aggregating $44,000,000, it was 
authoritatively stated by a friend of the fam- 
tly tonight. 

From the same source came the prediction 
that @ trust company would be formed to 
handle the vast interests of the estate.

BEILFUSS RESIGNS; RICHERT FAINTS 


Ald. Charles D. Merriam formally retired 
last night from the pending investigation of 
city expenditures. In doing so he charged 
the city administration with trio-ery and 
branded the inquiry a “whitewash.” His 
utterances brought about a situation in the 
council described as the most dramatic in 
years. 

Ald. John A. Richert, another member of 
the commission, replied to the attack on 
the motives of the body. When he reached 
the point of detailing Merriam's constant 
questioning of the sincerity and honesty of 
his intentions he stopped short. He caught 
at his desk and sat down. There were tears 
in his eyes. 


Richert Has Fainting Spell. 

The business of the council was resumed 
and Ald. Richert slipped out of the room. 
A few moments later he ceme back to his 
seat and at his first opportunity finished 
his speech. He said he had been inter- 
rupted by a “ fainting spell resulting from 
his weak physical condition. He charged 
Merfiam with a determination to destroy 
and not to build up. 

Merriam’s attack on the administration was 
the bitterest he has made since bis return 
to the city council. ie charged that the 
addition of the three civil service con.mission- 
ers to the investigating tommission 
who must obey the 
wish of the administration. 


Makes Tammany Comparison.

He said he did 
not agree with Ald. Merriam’s conclusions, 
but he had not the time to devote to an ex- 
haustive investigation. 

It was almost at the close of the council 
that Richter obtained the floor on a question 
of personal privilege. After his second effort 
Ald. M. G. Holding, chairman of the commis- 
sion, reiterated the declaration that te in- 
auiry would be “ thoroug® and fearless.” 

Ald. Merriam made a closing argument in 
which he said the shutting of city hall doors 
to the bureau of public «fiiciency fixed a 
presumption of “ whitewash ’”’ against the 
motives of the commission, although he ex- 
pressed his confidence in Ald. Richert and 
Ald. Beilfuss. 

The commission was organized by the four 
aldermen. Last Wednesday the three civil 
service commissioners, Elton Lower, John J. 
Fiynn, and Harmon M. Campbell, were 
added. 


Merriam Cites Change. 

Ald. Merriam’s letter, which was read to 
the council by the reading clerk, follows: 

„On July 21 your honorable body refused 
the request of the Chicago Bureau of Public 
Efficiency to make at its own cost a thorough 
examination of city expenditures in the inter- 
est of the taxpayers and citizens. A substi- 
tute resolution was proposed, cali.ng for an 
investigation by three aldermen, and to this 
committee my name was added by the coun- 
ell. 

“On Oct. 9. twelve weeks after this, the 
committee organized by electing a president 
and secretary. The committee further de- 
cided to employ independent investigators, 
and Ald. Holding and Merriam were appoint- 
ed a committee to formulate a plan of investi- 
gation. * 

„On Oct. 24 the committee voted to add 
three members of the civil service commis- 
sion, Lower, Flynn, and Campbell, to its 
number. The council resolution, creating 
the committee, did not mention these addi- 
tional members, and up to that time no one 
thought of the committee except as a com- 
mittee of four. 


Charges “Packing” of Commission. 

“ Resolutions introduced and acted upon 
July 28 referred specifically to a ‘ committee 
of four’ and the organization was effected 
by four members. The only interpretation 
that can be placed on the packing of the com- 
mittee by the three appointees of the mayor 
is the desire to make assurance doubly sure

The addition of these three men effectu- 
ally blocks investigation of the operations of 
our civil service system.

Acting, Not of Ballots 
Cast, Was Test. 


HUERTA VOTES INVALID. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 27.—The Mexican 
minister of the interior, Garzaa Aldape, was 
asked today if the few votes cast in the presi- 
dential election Sunday in the city of Mexico 
might be taken as an indication of how much 
voting had been done elsewhere in the re- 
public and if, in the view of the small num- 
ber of votes cast, the elections would be de- 
clared null by congress. 

The minister replied that the point which 
will decide the legality of the elections apart 
from the absence of fraud, will not be 
whether a majority of the voters in each 
electoral district voted; it being immaterial, 
for instance, if only 10,000 people in thig cap- 
ital cast their ballots. 

»The essential thing,.“ Senor Aldape ex. 
plained, is that the returns come in from a 
majority of the electoral districts and that 
the elections held there have been fair, even 
if only a small proportion of the voters may 
have availed themselves of the privilege of 
voting. 

Throw Out Huerta Votes? 

With regard to the vote for Provisiona! 
President Huerta and Minister of War 
Blanquet, he said: 

I have no news of any great number of 
votes having been cast for Huerta and 
Blanquet. Those which may have been cast 
for Huerta will be thrown out as Illegal on 
the ground of unconstitutionality in accord- 
ance with the president's direction.”

LIVERPOOL, Oct. 27.—The White Star 
liner Teutonic, which arrived here today 
from Montreal, had a narrow escape from 
meeting the same fate as the Titanic when 
it ran so close to an iceberg 172 miles east 
of Belle Isle, off Newfoundiand ( , that 
it was prevented from crashing into it only 
by reversing its engines and putting the 
helm hard aport. The liner passed within 
twenty feet of the iceberg. 

The fog was so thick that even at that 
small distance the berg could scarcely be dis- 
tinguished. It was 80 close that there was 
danger that the propeller of the ship would 
strike it as the vessel went around. 

The passengers were not aware of their 
peril until it had been averted. They signed 
a testimonial to the captain and his officers 
expressing their gratitude and admiration 
for the care and skill displayed by them.

He asserted the com- 
mission retained in the plans and specifica- 
tions an ‘‘ unlawful discretion.’ Some of the 
admitted errors have been exposed in Tun 
TRIBUNE. 

This publicity gave the commission cold 
feet," an alderman said last night. 

When the sworn testimony regarding the 
plans Was first printed the commission was 
inclined to jest. Commissioner J. J. Reynolds 
told Mayor Harrison it was “ flubdub.”’

Demand for the appointment of a trained 
nurse by the court, to be paid by the defense, 
with innuendoes as to the seriousness of the 
ness, constituted sequences to the physical 
collapse yesterday of Mrs. Josephine Hen- 
ning after two and one-half hours of cross- 
examination by Attorney William S. Forrest 
on behalf of the two men charged with the 
Clarence S. Funk conspiracy—Attorney Dan- 
ie! Donahoe and Isaac Stiefel, private detect- 
ive. Mrs. Henning’s condition today will in- 
fluence Judge Pam's decision as to the nurse. 
The defense, however, will not bear the ex- 
vense, if one is employed. 


Whence the Grand Jury Minutes, 

Another feature which is being quietly in- 
vestigated by the state's attorney's office is 
the possession by the defense of the grand

Donahoe, Stiefel and Aileen Heppner, the 
nurse and go-between.

minutes of all grand jury proceedings are 
Supposed to be sacrosanct, yet when Mr.

This enabled him to ask the witness if she 
was not asked certain questions and made 
certain replies before the grand jury, and her 
answers were in the affirmative.

Deposition Papers Disappear. 

When the state prepared to introduce the 
papers of record in the Funk $25,000 aliena- 
tion suit, brought by John C. Henning, it was 
diseovered that several depositions were 
missing, and Arthur B. O’Brien, assistant 
chief clerk of the Circuit eourt, could not 
account for the loss. He said diligent search 
had been made for the papers or reccipts by 
lawyers for them, without success. The 
missing papers are not vital to the state's 
case, however, belng chiefly depositions from 
Mobite and other southern points that the 
Hennings had stayed at certain hotels at 
various times while they were in hiding. 
They can be replaced. 

Mrs. Henning's collapse was not entirely 
unexpected, although she appeared more at 
ease under the fire of the defense than on 
Saturday in the hands of the state's ex- 
eminers. Attorney Forrest called a confer- 
ence of the lawyers in Judge Pam's chambers 
prior to the opening of the morning session 
ard stated he had learned Mrs: Henning was 
subject to fainting spells. He was satiefied of 
their genuineness, he said, but thought there 
should be ‘a judicial supervision in case of | 
physical collapse.

MAYOR GIVES CITY COUNCIL 
DATA ON TAXI RATES AND SPEED. 


Says Several Other Cities Charge Less, 
but Chicago Has Most Stringent Pen- 
alties for Violations. 


Mayor Harrison presented some informa- 
tion to the council last night on taxicab rates 
in various cities, also on the speed permitted, 
and penalties imposed for recklew driving. 
He intimated last July that he would present 
an ordinance, but it was missing. Ald. Ber- 
gen, however, presented a resolution direct- 
ing the committee on judiciary to investigate 
taxicab rates. The mayor's information was 
gent to the license committee. 

The mayor's information asserted that 
more than a dozen large cities had a lower 
rate than Chicago. 

“The most serious complaints,” read the 
mayor's message, which I have received 
in the last year and a half since the taxicab 
rates were changed, have been against the 
charges made by the Parmelee co mpany. It 
would seem that the Parmelee company 
makes charges without reference to any ordi- 
nance governing the rates of fare.“ 

Regarding the rate of speed information 
was given by the mayor on thirty-one cities. 
Only eight of these cities require a slower 
speed in densely populated districts than 
does Chicago. But six of the thirty-one 
cities require a slower pace in residence sec- 
tions. 

For penalties Chicago ranks at the top. 
For the first violation of the speed ordinances 
Chicago provides a maximum of $200. This 
is only equaled by two other cities.. For the 
second offense Chicago judges are permitted

County Board Passes Resolu- 
tion Demanding Consti- 
tutional Convention. 


MOVE FOR CITY MARKETS, 


Mayor Authorized by Council to 
Appoint Special Commis- 
sion on Subject. 


Résolutions urging Gov. Dunne to call a 
special session of the legislature s the nec- 
essary preliminary steps for the holding of a 
state constitutional convention might be 
taken, were introduced yesterday in both 
the county board and city council. 

The county board by unanimous vote adopt- 
ed the resolution. The council temporarily 
sidetracked action by referring the resolu- 
tion to the committee on charter conven- 
tion. 

It was learned during the day Gov. Dunne 
while in Chicago on his way home from In- 
diana on Sunday afternoon indicated to 
friends he would call a special session of 
the legislature if assured two-thirds of the 
members would favor the constitutional con- 
vention proposal. 

Commissioner John E. Maloney sponsored 
the resolution offered to the board and made 
a speech in which he detailed the importance 
of adequate revision of the organic law to 
insure essential and needed changes in the 
Chicago charter. Avery Coonley, Progres- 
sive, also urged action in seconding the reso- 
lution. 


Lawley Gives It to Council, 

In the council Ald. James H. Lawley of 
the Fourteenth ward offered the_resolution. 
This immediately drew a protest from Ald. 
Coughlin. He wanted to know if Mr. Lawley 
expected to revise the code over night and 
inquired why the Republicans had not advo- 
cated reforms when they were in control. 

“This ought to go to a committee,” said 
Coughlin. 

What committee? inquired Mayor Har- 
rison. 

“Any committee,“ suggested the Bath. 

Ald. Capitain, chairman of the charter con- 
vention committee, said if the resolution was 
to be referred, it belonged in his committee. 
Several shouted to send it to the judiciary 
committee, of which Ald. Donahoe is chair- 
man. The mayor ruled in favor of the char- 
ter committee. 


Move for City Markets. 

In the city council Ald. James H. Lawley 
had vassed a resolution authorizing the 
mayor to appoint a special commission to 
study the advisability of creating municipa} 
markets in Chicago to reduce the cost of liv- 
ing. It provides the personnel shall consist 
of three aldermen, one settlement worker 
from each section of the city, one representa- 
tive from the Association of Commerce, the 
Woman's City club, and the City club, and 
an engineer. The appointments were not 
made. 

Ald. Bilis Geiger presented Building Com- 
missioner Ericsson’s plan to strike out the 
code limitation of buildings to a height of 200 
feet by substituting a provision that at the 
height of 100 feet the building line wall mus“ 
recede five feet, and at 200 feet it must recede 
another ten feet. It. was tefetddd ho the 
building committee without comment. 


Study Fireman’s Death. 

Ald. Martin J. Healy had passed a resolu- 
tion directing the corporation counsel to in- 
vestigate the cause of the death of Pipeman 
George Gore, killed in a fire at 28 North Des- 
Plaines street, on Friday. The resolution 
set up that the city ordinances were violated 
in the building. 

At the request of the Municipal Christmas 
Tree aseociation, which plans a Christmas 
celebration in Grant park, Mayor Harrison 
named Ald. Nash, Ald. @Gazzolo, and Ald. 
Burns to cooperate with the organization. 
The mayor also transmitted the petition of a 


number of business men for a bridge at La ! 


Salle street where there is now no crossing 
over the river. It was sent to the harbor com- 
mittee. 

Ald. Lipps and Ald. Pretzel were defeated 
by a vote of 33 to 20 on a motion to suspend 
the rules for the passage of an order directing 
the law department to ask the court hearing 
the condemnation proceedings against the 
Chicago Reduction company to give the city 
immediate possession of the plant. 


Merriam’s Eye on Immigrants. 

Ald. Merriam had passed a resolution call- 
ing on the federal government to proceed 
with the construction of a new immigrant 
station in Chicago for which $75,000 was 
appropriated in February. Ald. Nance had 
sent to the streets and alleys committee an 
ordinance giving the name of Harper ave~ 
nue to the full extent of the thoroughfare 
formerly known as Rosalie court. Two 
blocks of it were omitted from the previous 
renaming ordinance. 

The request of Coroner Hoffman's safety 
commission for an appropriation of $10,000 
was sent to the finance committee. Ald. J. 
B. Bowler had passed an order directing the 
corporation counsel to give an opinion on 
the effect of the public utilities act on the 
city’s power to regulate the location of rail- 
way terminals. Ald. Bradshaw had sent to 
the finance committee an order to turn the 
Austin police station into a public reading 
room and branch of the public library. 


ORDERS MORE CHICAGO TROOPS 


Gov. Dunne Commande Col, Foreman to 
Muster In Enough to Put Militia 
on War Baais. 

Col. Milton J. Foreman of the First Illinois 
cavalry announced last night he had received 
orders from Gov. Dunne to muster in three 
additional troops of cavalry in Chicago. This 
will bring the First regiment to the full foot- 
ing demanded by the war department and, 
according to Col. Foreman, will make the 
First regiment the only up to standard volun- 
teer regiment in the United States. The new 
troops will be K. L., and M. It was said an 
attempt would be made to enlist at least one 
troop in the stockyards district.

If charges of discrim- 
ination are mace by one company agalnst the 
board am uimp.re will arbitraie le diffcre 
ences. 


The board will choose an executive of- 
geer and it is understood this post will go 
to Leonard A. Busby, president of the Chicago 
City railway. He is to be a member of an 
executive committee of three which shall 
direct all questions of operation. 

Under the provisions of the agreement the 
two companies—as. the Calumet & South 
Chicago and the Southern Street Railway 
companies will be subordinate to the City 
Railway company—will divide the gross re- 
ceipts for each year upon a percentage basis 
yet to be worked out. 


Terminal Plans Delayed. 

A delay of two weeks be. re considering 
the railroad terminal situation was decided 
yesterday by the council terminal committee. 

It is expected by that time Bion J. Arnold, 
expert for the citizens’ committee on ter- 
minals, will be ready to make his report.

HOYNE DETECTIVE ATTEMPTS 
TO DISCREDIT PROSECUTOR. 


Flenigan, Kidnaper of Schartenberg, 
Demands Removal cf Osterhous for 
Boyhcod Theft He Later Repaid. 


Lansing. Mich., Oct. 27.—[ Special. ]—Detec- 
tive Thomas J. Flanigan of the staff of State's 
Attorney Maclay Hoyne of Chicago tried to 
retaliate here today against Stat: s Attor- 
ney Louis H. Osterhous of Ottawa county, 
who is prosecuting him and another Hoyne 
sleuth for kidnaping. 

Flanigan filed with Gov. Woodbridge Ferris 
a petition asking for the removal of Osterhous 
on an allegation of fraudand theft. Material 
for the affidavit was obtained by Flanigan 
from a dozen political speeches made by 
Osterhous. When Osterhous went before the 
voters of the county and asked them for their 
support in his candidacy for prosecuting at- 
tcrney he told them a story of his boyhood. 

When 16 years old, he said he was em- 
ployed in the collection department of 
Marshall Field’s store in Chicago. One day 
he lost his entire savings gambling in South 
State street, and in the hopes of recouping 
his losses wagered some of his employer's 
money and lost. 

Osterhous fled from Chicago to New York, 
where, after a week of remorse, he returned 
voluntarily to his employers. Through his 
family he repaid the money. His straight- 
forward talk won for him his consecutive 
elections. 

Flanigan also alleges Osterhous accepted a 
bribe from Attorney Thomas J. Symmes of 
Chicago to take up the prosecution of Flani- 
gan and James Carlin, the other detective 
charged with kidnaping Charles Scharten- 
berg and his wife from Michigan to Illinois 
several months ago at the orders of Hoyne. 

Flanigan filed a charge against Symmes in 
connection with the allegation. Mr. Symmes 
demanded an immediate trial.

WOUNDS FROM HATPIN KILL 
ROBSER ROUTED BY WOMAN. 


Highwayman’s Intended Victim, Who 
Weigh: 200 Pounds and Is Six Feet 
Tall, Fatally Stabs Him. 


John Niemitz, a South Chicago man, yes- 
terday made a deathbed confession at the 
ccunty hospital that the wounds which 
caused the blood poisoning, of which he later 
cied, were inflicted by Mrs. Josephine Kar- 
mecinsk, whom he had attacked. 

Mrs. Karmecinsk, according to Niemitz's

Commissioner MeGann and 
Civil Service Body Re- 
port to Council. 


ASK FOR TEN CITY PLANTS. 


Suggest That More Loading Sta- 
tions Be Built; Make Other 
Recommendations, 


Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
and the civil service commission reported 
their plan to the city council last night on 
a comprehensive and scientific method of the 
collection of garbage, ashes, and miscel- 
laneous wastes.’’ They went a step farther 
and made. recommendations regarding the 
disposal of these wastes. 

In addition the civil service commission 
made other recommendations. They would 
combine the bureau of sewers and bureau of 
compensation with the bureau of streets, 
which forecasts a separate department of 
these later on. The pumping stations of the 
sewer bureau the commission would transfer 
to the engineering bureau and the division of 
benches and grades to the bureau of maps and 
plats. 

This would place the cleaning of the streets, 
their repair, and the cleaning of the sewers 
and drains under the superint«ndent of streets 
offic.ally. The ward superintendents wou d 
then be in immediate charge of the work. 
A new asS.stant superiniend:nt of streets 
would be created by the commission plan asa 
head for the permit d:vision. 


Recommendations Summarized. 

Other recommendations by the commission 
may be summarized as follows: 

‘Thai junior cierks do the clerical work in ward 
offices ai $540 a year insicead of having it done 
by toremen and laborers a. $4.25 to §2.i6a day. 

Creation of a staff of tecticical assistan:s to 
make a ciudy of d.flerent sections of the ci y to 
improve me.hods and maintain siandards of 
work. 

Creation of position of plan engineer for work 
df ooth s.reet and te wer bureaus. 

Hold ward tuperin.endent responsible for the 
repair of ali etreeis. 

Combination of the yards, shops. supply sta- 
tions, and offices of the bureau of streets, 
sewers, and water pipe extension division of 
bureau of engineering. 

Extabliehnien. of a sliding scale of wages for 
etree: laborers according to their eificiency, 
which shall be recorded according to amount 
and quality of work performed. 

Contracts between team owners and city by 
which drivers wiil be under supervision of ward 
superintenden's. 

New ru.es and regulations be printed and dis- 
tribuied to ali empioyés of the department. 
Forty-nine Other Recommendations, 
Joinuy the merit board and the commis- 

sioner of public works make forty-nine other 
recommendations. They urge incineration of 
garbage without proviso. They ask two 
Plants with a datly capacity of 100 tons be 
erected next year, one to be located at 
Ninety-fifth street and Stony Island avenue 
and the other on the north side. 

They also would have several others, per- 
haps eight, distributed about the city. Also 
they want more loading stations and the 
present stations rebuilt. In addition they 
would have the city own its own barges on 
the river for the transportation of wastes. 

On street cleaning they recommend two 
more flushers for the downtown district, 
three squegees, and some experimentation in 
locating dirt vaults in the sidewalks. They 
would also test dirt Cans on wheels. The 
street laborers all would be dressed in unl- 
form; the street car companies be prevailed 
upon to haul more refuse; the city would buy 
more depositories for it; more paper burners 
would be used, and the block system of 
cleaning would be extended if the joint rec- 


ommendations were adopted.

Seek to Attack Wets by Amend- 
ing U. S. Constitution. 


TELL PLANS AT LUNCHEON 


Seven Hundred Business Men Indorse 
Idea in Resolutions. 


The Anti-Saloon league fs planning to wipe 
out the sale and manufacture of intoxicants 
in the United States by an amendment to the 
federal constitution. The outlines of the cam- 
paign were told at a luncheon given by the 
league to 700 Chicago business men at the 
Hotel La Salle yesterday. 

Dr. Howard H. Russell, president of the 
league, said that lawyers now are drawing 
up the proposed amendment, and the league 
is establishing an endowment fund to pay all 
executive expenses and for the printing of 
literature. 

After we have solved the interstate prob- 
lem, to keep liquor out of the prohibition 
states, he said, the next step is national 
prohibition—to forbid the manufacture, sale, 
importation, or exportation of liquor except 
An amendment to the 
constitution ies necessary. Thirty-six states 
must ratify it.” 


Expect Little Aid from Illinois. 
“We don't expect Illinois to help much in 
the national campaign,“ said Dr. P. A. Baker. 
general superintendent of the league, but 


| we do expect you to keep the liquor interests 
' here so busy that they can’t go to the ald of 


other states.“ 

“The moral question is one for the clergy 
and the women,” said W. 1“ Follansbee, an 
iron manufacturer of Pittsburgh. The 
business men must consider the question of 
efficiency. My proposition is first that the 
saloon s wrong: second that it is ine™ cient. 

What one thing costs you business men 
as much money as drunken employfs? I 
have had trouble with factory superin- 
tendents, salesmen, and office managers, all 
capable men, except for that one thing.“ 


Pass Resolutions of Approval. 

At the close of the luncheon the guests 
passed resolutions favoring the support of 
Chicago business men to the movement, as 
follows: 

Resolved, That we, the business men of 
Chicago here in session, today approve the 
national and state plans of the Anti-Saloon 
league, and appeal for the codperation of the 
business men of other localities of the state.

QUESTION NO. 12. 

I am a married man with annual income 
of $3,000 and thus, as I read the law, do not 
have to make a report. I have a loan of 
$2,000 on which I pay interest semi-anually. 
If the party holding my note admits he is 
taxable, as I think he is, am I required to 
withhold the tax semi-annually and pay to 
the government at the end of each year? If 
the party holding the note claims he is exempt 
but prefers not to give mea ‘atement of 
his income, am I liable for the tax? If I 
insist on a statement from him it will imperil 
my loan. ** AGENCY,” 


* 
Answer. 

No. Where payments are made by one 
person to another person and such pay- 
ments are not in excess of $3,400, the 
debtor need not deduct the tax of 1 per 
cent and is not authorized to do so by 
the law. The provision for withholding 
the “normal” tax of 1 per cent by the 
debtor where the amount is less than 
$3,000, applies only to corporations. The 
party holding the note mentioned above 
may be taxable on his income and it is 
his duty to include the excess received by 
him from you in his return to the collector 
of internal revenue. 


QUESTION NO. 13. 


IT own real estate building valued at $25,000, 
on which there is a mortgage of $12,000, 5% 
per cent. Am I allowed to deduct this in- 
terest, also other items of expense of operat- 
ing flat building, such as insurance, taxes, 
fuel, repairs, and cost of maintenance, from 
the gross rentals, showing balance as net 
income? ak Fe ML Ay 


Answer. 
Yes. The income act provides that tn 
computing the net income there shall be 
deducted from the gross income all taxes 


paid within the year, depreciation, and 
the actual expense for the maintenance 
of the building, such as repairs, insur- 
ance, lighting, heating, etc. Money paid 
out for new buildings, permanent im- 
provements, or betterments which in- 
crease the value of the property or assets 
is not deductable from gross income if 
taken out of the profits of the year. As- 
sessments made upon real estate of a par- 
ticular locality on account of street im- 
provements, sewerage, street grade, or 
other improvements intended to benefit 
the particular property included in said 
locality are not considered as taxes and 
are not deductible from the gross income. 


QUESTION NO. 14. 

If I buy stock at par and subsequently the 
stock advances $75 so that the market value 
is $175, and if the stock yields 5 per cent 
dividend on the face value, namely: $100, is 
the $75 increase in value to be included as 
part of my income to the collector of internal 
revenue? . 


Answer. 


According to the internal revenue de- 
partment's unofficial interpre*ition of the 
income tax it is held that the increase in 
the value of property during the year is 
taxable under the law. I do not believe 
that such interpretation will be upheld, 
If the stock is sold at an advance of $75 
then the $75 would constitute the gross 
profit. The net income upon such sale 
would be the gross profit derived less the 
expense. If an increase in value can be 
separated from the property, out of which 
it is derived and can be used independent- 
ly in commercial transactions for the pur- 
pose of creating an increase or another 
profit it is income. I believe that this 
will be the final test which the courts will 
apply in such cases.

QUESTION NO. 15. 


I am a salesman selling goods on a com- 
mission. The gross amount of my commis- 
sions is about $1,000 a month, out of which 
I pay my expenses, which are about $600. 
I do not care to disclose the amount of my 
expenses to my principals. How can I pre- 
vent my principals from deducting the nor- 
mal tax of 1 per cent on the $6,000 in excess 
of my exemption paid me as commissions 
without giving them an itemized account of 
my expense, which I do not wish to do.

Answer. 

The only way to avoid giving your prin- 
cipals an itemized list of the expenses is 
to arrange with them to pay your com- 
mission in two parts. Figure the gross 
amount of your expenses and have your 
principals pay the sum to you as expense. 
Under the law they will have to deduct the 
“normal” tax of 1 per cent on the gross 
commission paid you if such arrangement 
is not consummated. 


QUESTION NO. 16. 

Tf I receive $100 net as rental from a house 
I own I am obliged to include this return as 
income. If I live in the house myself am I 
obliged to include in my return as income 
ah amount equal to that which I would have 
received by renting the premises?

Answer. 

No. The federal income tax law does 
not require a return of income under such 
circumstances, nor at the present time 
does it seem to be the intention of the act 
to collect the tax in such instances, al- 
though decisions under the English in- 
come tax are to the effect that a person 
living in a house must pay a tax on the 
amount the house would produce as 
rental.

U.S. TRADE POWER 


French Board Finds Its Coun- 
try Will Not Be Greatly Ben- 
efited by Panama. 


EUROPE’S LAURELS LOST? 


Asserted American Manufacturer 
with New Facilities Will 
Rule World Markets. 


PARIS, Oct. 27.—France, the builder of the 
Suez canal and first to begin the work in Pan- 
ama, has followed American progress on the 
isthmus more earnestly, perhaps, than auy 
other country. 

The French government appointed a 
commission of four members to inquire 
into the effects of the opening of the canal on 
French shipping and trade in general and 
perticularly on BPrench colonies in tue An- 
tilles and Oceania. 


Will Not Help French Commeres. 

The commissioners have reported that 
French commerce will not be greatly affect- 
ed by the canal. Only 250,000 tons of French 
shipping will use the new route during the 
first year of its opening. 

One of the most important consequences 
of the opening of the canal, the commission 


finds, will be not merely to provide facilities: 


for existing commerce but to create a new 
traffic which will result in the economic con- 
quest of the Pacific and the exploitation of 
the natural riches of the western part of the 
two American continents by the capital and 
industry of the eastern states of the union. 


U. S. Manufacturer Will Be King. 

The commission says that when the Amer 
ican manufacturer has the same advantage 
in respect to transport that he now has in 
the cost of production over his European 
competitor, the world’s markets will be his. 

The United States, the French government 
investigators affirm, will obtain an incalcu- 
lable advantage from the new canal, and 
Europe may even find its industrial activity 
diminished.

Lax System of Employes Causes 
Much Added Expense in 
All Sections.

and snow and flushing and sprinkling the 
streets and alleys. It gathers refuse, waste 
paper, and débris from the streets, cuts the 
weeds on vacant lots, and keeps open the 
approaches to the street sewers. 

South of the Midway is the territory of 
the Woodlawn Improvement association, 
the budget of which shows an annual ex- 
penditure of nearly $17,000 on the work 
of community house cleaning. 

— 

N the north side the largest improve- 
ment association is the North Cen- 
tral, which includes a large part of the 
territory south of Lincoln park and east 
of State street. This association main- 
tains a regular equipment of men, horses. 
und wagons for street and alley cleaning. 
It collects and spends an unofficial tax of 
upwards of $18,000 a year. A regular rate 
of unofficial taxation—$15 annually for 
every twenty-five feet of street frontage— 

has been fixed. ö 

In this district ten miles of streets and 
alleys are swept over four or five times a 
day. The streets are regularly washed, as 
well as sprinkled and, in the winter time, 
the street crossings and gutters are kept 
clean and open. 

A regular superintendent is employed to 
look after the work and see that it is done 
promptly and well.

Or in Englewood, where the city's 
service has not been satisfactory, the 
women have organized an unofficia] board 
of assessors and have “taxed” each prop- 
erty owner 1 cent a month for each foot 
of his frontage on the street. With this 
money a man has been hired to pick up 
papers and rubbish about the street cross- 
in 

There j is a city ordinance which forbids 
the throwing of paper or any other trash 
on streets or other public places. Such a 
law is rigidly enforced in all European 
cities. In Chicago not the slightest atten- 
tion is paid to it. 

A considerable proportion of the unoffi- 
Gal tax could be saved to citisens if the 
police would arrest a few of the careless 
people who now drop newspapers wherever 
they may happen to be standing.

Another great player for Chicago was 
Clark of Michigan, who defeated the Wol- 
verines in 1905 by a trick play. The trick was 
worked only once, but it was enough. The 
player’s idea was to get the ball and hold it 
in his lap while he hid behind his own goal 
post. The post, however, was not wide 
enough to afford him a hiding place and he 
was discovered by Marc Catlin, who was 
afterward given much credit for sitting on 
him when he might have had more fun talk- 
ing to the girls in the stand.

Clark to even a higher rating than Perkins 
among the Maroon stars.

America were issued today by the insurance 
department of Wisconsin. 

Ex-Speaker Charles A. Ingram of Durand, 
who introduced the bill in the 1911 session 
to create state insurance, received the first 
policy. The second went to I. L. Johnson. 
assemblyman from Door county. Other 
policies were issued to persons in various 
parts of Wisconsin, 

Applications came from many states, but 
under the law policies may be issued only to 
residents of Wisconsin. More than 10 per cent 
of the first policy holders are ‘omen. 

The law making provision for state lle in- 
surance was enacted after the idea had been 
worked out by Commissioner of Insurance 
Ekern and presented before a legislative 
committee. 


Systems of Europe Studied. 

A previous thorough study had been made 
by Mr. Ekern of similar laws in operationin 
Germany, Great Britain, Italy, and Belgium. 

No policy is issued for a larger amount 
than $1,000. When the number of policy 
holders reaches 1,000 the maximum policy is- 
sued will be for $2,000, and when the num- 
ber reaches 2,000 the maximum policy will 
be for $3,000, which is the highest amount 
now authorized. 

Existing governmental machinery will be 
used in the administration of the law, with- 
out the creation of additional offices. The 
state has made provision by which appli- 
cations will be received by clerks and 
treasurers of cities, towns, and villages; by 
officials of banks which receive state de- 
posits, and by state factory inspectors. No 
paid agents as such will be employed. 


Ekern Explains New Law. 
The aims of the new law were explained by 
Commissioner Ekern.
